BRITAIN KICKS OUT OLD DRILL BOOK FOR THIS 


SCALING THE 100-foot side of a stone quarry to carry out an attack is 
all in the day's work to these soldiers. This new battle drill system is de¬ 
signed to equip them for the time when Britain assumes the offensive. 

T HE OLD IDEA of square drill and "spit and polish," essential of a peace¬ 
time army, have virtually been kicked out by Britain's new war minister, 
Sir James Grigg, in the training now given the British Tommy. His basic 
training, marching and rifle drill has been cut down from two months to 
five weeks and then he goes to advanced training such as the handling of 
all types of weapons. He learns to undergo the real conditions of war 
before coming in actual contact with the enemy in this "hardening" course. 



H.M. THE KING watches troops as they practise disembarkation and assault 
of land defences. Methods they learn here are already being put into 
practice by commandos in their daring assaults on Nazi-Norway and France. 
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A crankshaft is set up under the "eye” of the giant X-ray machine. 
The operator steps outside the lead-lined safety chamber, pulls 
a switch to set the X-rays working. Deep into the solid metal, the 
mechanical "eye" probes—taking pictures that will reveal the 
tiniest imperfection. The X-ray test for metals and parts is one of 
the precautions in "the Ford way" of building fighting machines 
for fighting men.
